To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Caernarvonshire  joint  Sanitary  Authority. 

Gentlemen  (and  Lady  Member), 

We  beg  to  submit  to  you  our  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year  1942. 

This  is  our  THIRTY-FIFTH  Annual  Report. 

Our  area  covers  the  whole  of  Caernarvonshire  (practically),  and  parts  of  Anglesey,  Denbigh- 
shire and  Merionethshire,  so  we  have,  between  us,  the  opportunity  of  coming  into  touch  with 
the  County  Medical  Officers  and  Tuberculosis  Physicians  and  other  officers  of  four  out  of  the 
six  Counties  of  North  Wales  (all  except  Flintshire  and  Montgomeryshire). 

We  take  leave  here  to  recapitulate  some  of  the  problems  that  for  the  most  part  seem  to 
confront  us  from  year  to  year.  Most  of  these  matters  may  be  found  discussed  in  a previous 
Introductory  Report. 

(1)  Cancer. — The  Appeal  Fund  (for  Radium  and  other  Treatment)  : Annual  Medical  Exam- 
inations. Prevention  and  Early-Treatment  Clinics.  Treatment  in  Hospitals  with  full  modern 
equipment.  Should  Cancer  be  made  notificable  ? Is  it  infectious  ? Should  disinfection  take 
place  after  external,  or  all  forms  of  Cancer  ? Certainly  after  external  (and  semi-external),  septic 
or  discharging  types. 

(2)  Venereal  Diseases.- — Should  they  be  made  compulsorily  notifiable  ? The  feeling  of 
previous  Annual  Meetings  was  against  this.  The  question  of  Sex  Instruction  in  Schools  and 
Maternity  Clinics. 

(3)  Milk  ( also  Cream,  Butter  and  Cheese).- — Should  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  every  Council,  in 
addition  to  the  Inspector  of  Food  and  Drugs  and  the  County  Council,  take  samples  of  Milk  ? This 
is  done  in  our  districts  to  test  Cleanliness,  Richness,  &c.,  which  are  so  important  to  Infants, 
Invalids  and  everybody.  A resolution  was  passed  at  a previous  Annual  Meeting  in  favour  of  this. 
There  should  be  more  sampling  of  Butter  also,  to  check  uncleanly  methods.  Should  full  juris- 
diction extend  over  "occasional  surplus’’  milk  and  butter  through  an  Amending  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment ? How  to  encourage  more  Designated  or  Graded  Milk  production  (Certified  Tuberculin- 
Tested,  Pasteurised,  Accredited,  &c.).  Should  commercial  milk  be  Pasteurised,  at  least  until  more 
reliable  methods  of  milk  production  have  been  established  ? (See  Tuberculosis  below).  The 
question  of  “ Milk  for  School  Children,”  Veterinary  Inspection  of  Milch  Cows  and  other  Cattle, 
and  thorough  testing  of  milk,  Cream,  Butter,  &c.  The  question  of  Cream,  Preserved  Cream, 
Confectioners’  Cream,  Ice  Cream,  &c.  Should  landlords  be  made  responsible  for  repairs  to  Cow- 
sheds as  they  are  to  houses  ? and  for  providing  proper  Dairies  (separate  from  pantries)  ? 

(4)  Housing. — A quota  of  Council  Houses  should  be  allocated  to,  and  ear-marked  for,  families 
of  Tubercular  persons.  There  should  be  a Special  Government  Grant  towards  the  erection  of 
roomy  houses  for  Tubercular  families,  independently  from  Slum-clearance,  Overcrowding  and 

Agricultural  Grants. 

(5)  Tuberculosis. — Recent  Reforms  : The  Initiation  of  After-care  Committees  for 
each  of  the  four  Counties,  coupled  with  the  essential  question  of  providing  a full  complement  of 
trained  Female  Health  Visitors.  Annual  Medical  Examinations  (by  Mass  Radiography  &c.). 
Testing  Milk  and  Cattle  for  Tubercular  infection  : Dr.  Wade’s  Report  on  the  High  Mortality 
among  Quarrymen.  A later  Investigation  by  Drs.  Sutherland  and  Bryson.  A third  Investiga- 
tion by  Dr.  Chalke  for  the  Welsh  (Memorial)  Tuberculosis  Association.  A combination  of  methods 
necessary  to  fight  Tuberculosis.  Dual  notification  (Provisional  and  Positive)  suggested,  in  order 
to  secure  early  information.  Tuberculosis  and  Housing  (see  above).  See  below — Disinfection. 

The  Clement  Davies  Inquiry. — The  Government  Committee  of  Inquiry  (Mr.  Clement  Davies, 
M.P.,  K.C.,  and  Dr.  Coutts),  which  held  sittings  in  the  spring  of  1938  in  various  parts  of  Wales, 
including  an  extra  sitting  at  Caernarvon  (on  the  suggestion,  in  the  first  instance  of  your  Southern 
Medical  Officer- — E.  Lloyd  Owen),  has  found  a prominent  place  in  this  list  of  Investigations 
into  the  abnormal  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  Gwyrfai  Rural  District,  as  well  as  in  other 
Welsh  Districts  and  Counties,  all  through  the  years. 

By  this,  happily,  the  Caernarvonshire  and  other  County  Councils  have  initiated  After- 
Care  Committees,  or  Tuberculosis  Care  Committees,  with  the  appointment  of  additional  Female 
Health  Visitors. 

Not  care  “after"- — after  the  patient  has  returned  from  the  Sanatorium— will  be  the  only 
work  of  the  "After-Care  Committee,”  but  care  from  the  beginning  of  the  illness  , and  if  possble, 
from  the  Pre-Tubercular  stage.  If  it  be  feared  to  lose  the  word  "After”  from  the  title,  the  Com- 
mittee could  be  called  the  "After  and  Earlier  Care  Committee,”  or  the  “After-care  and  From 
the  First  Committee.” 

Section  173  (2)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  provided  that  County  Councils  could  make 
arrangements  for  the  After-care  of  persons  who  have  suffered  from  Tuberculosis. 

The  Caernarvon  County  Council  (like  the  other  County  Councils)  have  accordingly  appointed 
a Statutory  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee,  consisting  of  38  members,  viz.:24  members  of  the 
County  Council,  with  14  other  members,  being  one  each  to  represent  the  Local  Sanitary  Authori- 
ties in  the  County.  Substantial  funds  for  additions  to  the  incomes  of  Tubercular  families  are 
being  provided  from  various  sources.  Following  upon  these  County  efforts,  the  Minister  of 
Health  (Mr.  Ernest  Brown)  has  adumbrated  generous  Government  provisions  towards  assisting 
in  the  pressing  work  of  fighting  Tuberculosis.  Also  facilities  for  X-Ray  examinations. 

(6)  Disinfection  in  Tuberculosis  and  Fevers. — (a)  Of  Premises,  (b)  Of  Articles  of  Bedding, 
Clothing,  &c.  Steam  Disinfectors  in  existing  Institutions  can  only  be  used  to  a very  limited 
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extent  for  outside  cases — 5,  10,  15,  20,  30,  &c.,  miles  away.  How  can  intermediate,  let  alone 
distant  districts  like  South  Caernarvonshire  Districts,  Deudraeth,  Hiraethog,  Geirionnydd,  &c. 
be  served  ? The  question  of  portable  Disinfectors  and  extra  Disinfecting  Stations.  The  question 
of  a special  Disinfecting  Officer  or  Officers  for  disinfecting  after  Fever,  for  Tuberculosis  (period- 
ically during  life,  as  well  as  after  departure  to  Sanatorium  and  after  Death),  for  disinfecting 
Schools,  Halls,  &c.  The  King  Edward  Memorial  Association  have  mooted  the  question  of  Travel- 
ling Disinfecting  Vans,  with  Disinfecting  Officer,  for  disinfecting  premises  and  bedding,  &c. 

The  question  of  Disinfection  in  connection  with  Tuberculosis  cases  bristles  with  difficulties, 
and  raises  the  matter  of  disinfecting  carpets  (where  the  use  of  them  has  not  been  discarded), 
of  mats  and  of  unwashable,  and  in  some  cases,  expensive  articles  of  personal  clothing  &c.  As 
also  the  question  of  stripping  the  walls  (and  making  good  the  perished  plaster)  and  repapsring 
or  colouring  the  walls  and  ceilings,  and  perhaps  repainting  and  revarnishing  woodwork. 

Who  is  to  bear  the  expense — tenant,  landlord,  or  Sanitary  Authority.  Also  the  question 
of  disinfecting  articles  from  infected  houses  prior  to  their  exposure  for  sale  at  public  auctions 
and  jumble  sales,  including  also  articles  purchased  on  the  hire-purchase  system  and  claimed  back 
by  the  dealer  owing  to  stopping  of  payment.  Also  the  question  of  how  to  temporarily  house 
the  patient  and  family  (in  some  cases)  during  the  process  of  disinfection.  Also  how  to  overcome 
the  natural  disinclination  there  might  be  on  the  part  of  the  patient  and  his  family  to  have  the 
house  (or  bedroom)  disinfected  preiodically  during  life. 

(7)  Fevers. — (a)  Councils  and  Counties  who  have  not  yet  made  provision  for  Smallpox 
Isolation  ; (b)  Immunisation  against  Smallpox,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  &c.,  ; (c)  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough  have  once  more  been  made  compulsorily  notifiable,  but  not  so  Chicken 
Pox,  Mumps,  &c.  ; (d)  See  Disinfection  above.  The  question  of  notifying  Scabies  and  Impetigo 
(Contagious  Diseases)  has  arisen. 

(8)  Meat. — Under  War  conditions  private  slaughtering  has  been  replaced  by  Government 
slaughtering.  There  should  be  Refrigerators  in  connection  with  every  Abattoir  and  Butehcr’s 
Shop.  Happily,  one  hopes,  Humane  Slaughtering  has  become  universal. 

(9)  Water  Supplies. — Privately  and  Publicly-owned  Water  Undertakings  should  be  kept 
under  observation  and  Analysis  (chemical  and  bacteriological)  be  called  for  at  sufficiently  frequent 
intervals.  Every  Sanitary  Authority  (alone  or  in  combination  with  one  or  more  others)  should 
have  a qualified  Water  Engineer  in  their  service.  All  hamlets,  as  far  as  possible,  and  smaller 
collections  of  houses,  without  a piped  water  supply,  should  have  schemes  of  such  provided  for 
them,  both  for  the  sake  of  having  pure  drinking  water  and  for  hosts  of  other  purposes,  including 
acting  as  a necessary  preliminary  to  a Drainage  System.  Methodical  Chlorination  (added  to 
Filtration)  should  be  carried  out  in  all  big  undertakings,  and  also  in  smaller  ones  should  the 
Analysis  prove  unsatisfactory. 

(10)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — -Following  on,  or  concurrently  with,  a Water  Scheme,  such 
districts  should  be  provided  with  a Drainage  System,  and  all  Dry  Closets  be  converted  into 
Water  Closets. 

(11)  Public  Scavenging.—  Similarly,  Public  Scavenging  Schemes  should  be  universally 
extended  to  every  hamlet,  nd,  as  far  as  possible,  to  every  smaller  collection  of  houses. 

(12)  The  question  of  a Public  Health  Laboratory  for  North  Wales. — (See  Report  on  Caernarvon 
Borough).  By  the  way,  the  Ministry  of  Health  through  the  Medical  Research  Council  and  the 
War  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Scheme,  have  established  a Laboratory  (subsidiary 
in  a sense  to  the  Cardiff  Laboratory),  at  the  Fisheries  Experimental  Station,  Conway,  under 
Dr.  D.  T.  Robinson.  It  may  be  hoped  that  this  will  become  a permanent  institution,  to  continue 
at  Conway,  or  be  transferred  to  Bangor  perhaps. 

(13)  Isolated  Houses  {or  Blocks  of  Houses),  Cowsheds  and  other  Establishments. — Failing 
Public  Water  Supply,  and  Public  Drainage  and  Public  Scavenging,  adequate  private  facilities 
should  be  insisted  upon  from  the  start,  and  also  " here  and  now  ” in  the  absence  of  such  proper 
provision  having  been  made  at  the  beginning. 

(14)  Where  to  draw  the  line  ?— It  must  be  conceded  that  it  is  often  a very  difficult  matter 
to  decide  when  Public  facilities  in  the  way  of  Water  Supply,  Sewerage  and  Scavenging  should  be 
extended  to,  or  with-held  from  a dwelling  house  or  collection  of  houses.  Similarly  with  farms 
and  other  establishments.  It  would  be  well  if  certain  principles  could  be  agreed  upon.  We 
presume  it  is  partly,  at  any  rate,  an  actuarial  question. 

(15)  Maternal  Mortality  and  Infant  (including  New-born)  Mortality. — Also  Still-born  Mortal- 
ity ; how  shall  we  lesser  Sanitary  Authorities  help  to  reduce  these  ? At  least,  by  seeking  to  raise 
the  Standard  of  Housing  and  Sanitation  generally. 

(16)  Vital  Statistics. — For  comparative  purposes  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  Live  Birth- 
rate, Death-rate  and  Infant  Mortality  for  England  and  Wales  in  1942  were  15.8,  11.6,  49.0  as 
compared  with  14.2,  12.9,  59.0  in  1941,  and  therefore  higher  as  regards  Birth-rate  and  con- 
siderably lower  as  regards  death-rate  and  also  as  regards  Infant  Mortality.

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(SUPPLEMENTARY  : WAR-TIME  ACTIVITIES. 

The  War  has  occasioned  the  placing  of  new  duties  on  Local  Authorities  with  their  Clerks 
and  other  officials.  These  duties  are  of  a varied  character,  but  in  great  part  have  been  of  a Sanitary 
nature. 

As  far  as  possible  the  normal  services  of  the  Health  Department  have  been  carried  on,  but 
some  projects  have  had  to  be  suspended,  or  at  least  slowed  down,  and  Councils  have  been  up 
against  a number  of  difficulties  in  furthering  and  even  in  keeping  up  Public  Health  Improve- 
ments, with  the  results  that  Housing  and  other  standards  have  had  to  be  somewhat  lowered. 

Housing  and  Sanitary  Repairs. 

One  difficulty  is  the  securing  of  skilled  labour  to  do  the  work,  and  another  is  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  materials.  Timber,  glass,  iron,  and  other  sanitary  fittings,  can  only  be  obtained 
by  a special  priority  certificate  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  and  only  for  cases  where  it  is 
proved  the  work  is  of  National  Importance.  Recently  paint  has  also  been  controlled. 

With  the  scarcity  of  materials,  the  cost  of  the  same  has  also  much  risen. 

OVERCROW’DING. 

The  relief  of  Overcrowding  has  also  become  a more  difficult  problem  to  deal  with.  The 
population  of  some  Reception  Areas  has  increased  by  one-third  since  the  National  Registration 
day  of  1939,  and  is  still  increasing  with  the  influx  of  official  and  private  evacuees. 

The  standard  of  one  person  per  room  (of  the  total  rooms  in  a house)  cannot  always  be  acted 
upon,  as  if  the  standard  of  the  Housing  Acts  be  taken  the  size  of  some  of  the  3-  or  4-bedrooms 
would  only  provide  accommodation  for  one  person  each.  Fuller  use  of  means  of  Ventilation 
should  be  made. 

Sick  Bays  and  Hostels. 

Contagious  Diseases.-— The  Contagious  Diseases,  Scabies  and  Impetigo,  and  especially 
Scabies,  have  been  more  or  less  prevalent  among  the  official  evacuee  children,  and  in  too  many 
instances  local  children  have  been  infected,  and  even  an  occasional  adult. 

Sick  Bays. — It  appears  the  Ministry  of  Health  (and  its  Welsh  Board)  have  not  kept  to  one 
rigid  policy  in  the  matter  of  Sick  Bays. 

On  the  one  hand  they  have  sanctioned  a Sick  Bay  run  or  administered  by  a Local  District 
Council,  and  that  in  the  latter’s  interest,  or  in  the  interest  of  itself  along  with  a neighbouring 
Council  or  Councils. 

But  on  the  other  hand — to  note  a recent  official  communication  : — 

“ Where  the  County  Councils  are  prepared  to  agree  to  this  course,  it  is  the  practice 
of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  and  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
commendations of  the  Shakespeare  Committee,  and  the  general  policy  laid  down  following 
the  same,  to  arrange  for  Sick  Bays  to  be  administered  on  a County  Basis. 

“ The  main  reason  for  the  recommendation  of  the  Shakespeare  Committee  was 
the  unlikelihood  that  in  every  District  Council  area  there  would  be  sufficient  evacuees  to 
warrant  the  setting  up  of  a separate  Sick  Bay,  and  the  need,  therefore,  for  administration 
of  Sick  Bays  generally  to  be  on  a basis  wider  than  a District  Council’s  area.” 

Minor  Complaints  ( including  Bed-wetting  ; also  Institutional  Billetting). — -In  most  or  all  of 
the  district  Sick  Bays  or  Hostels,  or  both,  for  these  objects  have  also  been  established. 

Military  Accommodation. 

Soldiers,  Airmen  and  Naval  men  have  been  variously  billeted  in  permanent,  semi-permanent, 
and  temporary  camps  and  in  private  houses. 

Air-Raid  Shelters. 

Shelters  have  been  constructed  in  most  or  all  of  the  districts. 

Milk-distributing  Depots  versus  Butter  and  Cream  Productions. 

In  the  various  districts  numerous  farms  were  newly-registered  to  produce  and  wholesell 
Milk  for  Butter  Factories.  Latterly  some  of  these  Factories  have  ceased  Butter-making  in 
favour  of  re-selling  the  Milk  for  Schools  and  distant  towns. 

Reliable  “ Pasteurisation  ” or  Heat-treatment  has  been  installed. 

County  Inspectors  took  samples  of  Milk,  but  Samples  of  Butter  were  not  taken,  owing  to 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  the  necessary  Coupons,  which  difficulty  has  now  been  removed. 

Meat  Supply. 

Condemned  meat  from  Butcher’s  Shops  is  returned  to  the  General  Abattoir  for  Government 
Officials  to  dispose  of. 

Fire-Extinguishing  Services. 

These  are  now  under  Government  Control  in  the  various  Districts. 

Rat  and  Mice  Extermination. 

Most  of  the  District  Councils  have  agreed  that  the  County  Council  or  War  Agricultural 
Committee  should  do  the  work  on  terms. 

A Promised  Housing  Drive. 

To  see  things  for  himself,  Sir  Arthur  Hobhouse  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Armer  (Chairman  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  Cardiff),  with  a Technical  Adviser, 
visited  several  parts  of  Rural  Wales.  Representatives  and  Officials  of  Welsh  Sanitary  Authorities 
had  been  invited  to  meet  him  to  discuss  matters. 

Nearly  all  the  Councils  have  decided  on  the  number  of  houses  (with  the  location  of  the 
same)  which  they  consider  they  should  build  in  the  period  immediately  following  the  end  of 
the  War.  Some  of  the  Councils  (for  example,  the  Lleyn  Rural  District  Council),  added  'a  stipula- 
tion that  substantial  Government  grants  should  be  ceded  to  meet  the  high  cost  of  buildin^

Of  these 
110  were  treated  for  Diphtheria,  63  treated  for  Scarlet  Fever,  and  30  for  other  Infectious  Dis- 
eases (6  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis,  4 Scabies,  2 Mumps,  6 Measles,  6 Dyscntry,  3,  Erysipelas  and 
2 Infantile  Paralysis,  1 T.B.  Meningitis). 

With  Diphtheria,  14  of  the  patients  were  under  5 years  of  age,  38  under  10  years  of  age, 
24  between  10  and  15  years,  17  between  15  and  25  years,  13  between  25  and  35  years,  2 between 
35  and  40  years  and  2 between  40  and  50  years. 

With  Scralet  Fever,  17  were  under  5 years  of  age,  28  under  10  years,  9 between  10  and  15 
years,  7 between  15  and  25  years,  2 between  25  and  35  years,  and  0 between  40  and  50  years. 

With  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis,  2 of  the  patients  were  under  5 years  of  age,  1 under  10 
years  of  age,  1 between  10  and  15  years,  1 between  15  and  25  years,  and  1 between  40  and  50 
years. 

With  the  T.B.  Meningitis,  the  1 patient  was  between  15  and  25  years. 

There  were  9 deaths  during  the  year.  (See  below). 

There  were  no  “ return  cases.1’ 

Of  the  Diphtheria  patients  11  were  from  outside  the  District. 

Of  the  Scarlet  Fever  patients  14  were  from  outside  the  district. 

Of  the  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis,  4 of  the  patients  were  from  outside  the  District. 

Of  the  other  Infectious  Diseases,  11  of  the  patients  were  from  outside  the  District.

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919. — During  the  year  115  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  to 
Rat  infected  premises,  drains  have  been  examined  and  tested  and  any  defects  remedied.  Rat 
runs  have  been  sealed  up  and  where  necessary  poison  laid.  Advice  has  been  given  to  all  com- 
plaints and  poison  supplied  free  of  charge. 

Disinfestation. — Eradication  of  Bed-hugs. — During  the  year  all  houses  nofified  to  the  Health 
Department  as  being  infested  with  bed-bugs,  have  been  treated  with  Zaldecide  Insecticide  with 
satisfactory  results.  Bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  have  been  treated  with  steam  and  hot  air  in  the 
Isolation  Hospital  disinfector. 

Scabies  and  Impetigo. — Owing  to  the  decline  in  the  number  of  cases,  the  Clinic  set  up  at 
the  C.  & A.  Infirmary  was  closed  in  June.  Cases  occurring  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  were 
supplied  with  Kathiolan  Ointment  with  full  particulars  as  to  treatment  at  home.  Bedding, 
clothing,  etc.,  were  fumigated  in  the  room  with  sulphur  and  no  return  cases  were  notified. 

SURVEYOR'S  REPORT. 

(B.  Price  Davies,  F.S.I.,  F.R.I.B.A.,  F.R.San.I.). 

Housing. — The  302  Houses  damaged  by  enemy  action  were  completely  repaired  during  the 
year.  The  internal  distempering,  etc.,  has  to  stand  over  until  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

Sewerage  and  Flood  Prevention. — No  new  works  were  undertaken  during  the  year  and  the 
existing  flood  prevention  defences  worked  efficiently. 

Water  Supplies. — During  the  year  a Supplementary  Water  Supply  Scheme  involving  various 
works  was  carried  out.  The  need  for  this  was  occasioned  by  an  increase  of  33  1/3%  in  con- 
sumption, A new  Ginch  main  was  laid  from  the  Llafar  stream  to  the  Waterworks  at  Bethesda 
and  a Pump  Well  and  Building  constructed  near  the  Twrgwyn  Reservoir  at  Bangor  ; this  building 
has  been  equipped  with  an  electrical  automatic  pump.  The  new  water  main  from  Belmont 
Road  to  Menai  Bridge  was  completed  during  the  year,  a new  Meter  being  installed  near  the 
Menai  Suspension  Bridge.  Despite  a greatly  increased  consumption  the  supply  of  water  was 
fully  maintained.  The  periodical  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  of  the  water  shewed 
that  after  treatment  the  water  was  highly  satisfactory  for  human  comsumption. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. — The  refuse  collection  of  the  district  was  continued  by 
contract.  The  refuse  is  removed  once  a week  and  oftener  from  Institutions.  The  disposal 
is  done  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Wern  Fields,  where  salvaging  operations  are  also  carried 
out.  Paper,  cardboard,  bones  and  metals  are  salvaged  and  disposed  of  in  the  interests  of  the 
National  War  Effort.

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1942. 

(T.  Powell  Jones,  M.S.I.A.). 

Water  Supply. — A new  Intake  has  been  constructed  a mile  higher  up  the  Afon  Gaseg  than 
the  old  Intake  at  Ciltwllan . A plot  of  land  over  one  acre  in  area  at  Y Garth  was  purchased  for 
the  Break  Pressure  Tank  and  for  future  development  and  treatment  of  the  water  supply.  The 
quality  of  the  water  has  improved,  especially  during  the  summer  months.  The  Water  Supply 
is  screened  and  chlorinated,  and  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  report  a very  satis- 
factory quality. 

Sewers. — The  Sewage  is  treated  by  land  irrigation  system,  and  the  sludge  removed  from  the 
ditches  once  a year.  The  Sewers  arc  flushed  and  scraped  periodically.  Manholes  are  erected 
to  facilitate  scavenging  and  inspection. 

House  Refuse. — The  Collection  of  House  Refuse  is  by  Contract,  the  Council  employing 
three  men  for  the  work.  The  Refuse  is  free  from  nuisance,  rats  are  immediately  destroyed 
before  they  settle  down  from  farms  and  other  buildings.  Controlled  tipping  is  being  practised, 
and  the  tip  is  kept  tidy.  A large  box  is  fixed,  behind  the  lorry  for  the  Collection  of  Waste  Paper. 
Household  Refuse  receptacles  are  deteriorating  in  standard,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  (Sanitary 
Dust  Bins. 
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Salvage. — Much  paper,  rubber,  glass,  bones,  tins  and  other  metals  were  salvaged  and  so'd 
during  the  year.  The  tins  were  salvaged  at  the  Refuse  Tip  and  rolled  over  by  a Steam  Roller 
before  they  were  sold.  Some  trouble  is  being  experienced  with  obtaining  a suitable  accommoda- 
tion for  loose  and  baled  Waste  Paper.  The  Council  may,  next  year,  negotiate  for  suitable  pre- 
mises. Accommodation  must  be  provided  for  minimum  4 tons  of  paper. 

Milk  and  Dairies. — 17  Samples  of  milk  were  examined  bacteriologically,  and  all  the  samples 
were  satisfactory.  Repairs  and  alterations  to  cowsheds  and  dairies  are  being  required.  Lack 
of  labour  and  materials  are  hampering  a progressive  programme. 

Di  infection  and  Disinfestation. — All  bedrooms  of  infectious  disease  cases  are  disinfected 
and  disinfectant  is  supplied  for  washing  the  floors,  etc.  Scabies  and  Impetigo  were  prevalent. 
The  cases  were  taken  to  Sick  Bays  outside  Bethesda  for  treatment.  Why  could  not  a Sick  Bay 
be  established  in  this  neighbourhood  which  would  alse  serve  our  neighbouring  District  ? 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. — No  animals  are  slaughtered  at  Bethesda.  All  meat  being  brought 
from  Bangor.  Few  pieces  of  mear  weie  condemned.  Most  of  the  food  which  had  to  be  condemned 
was  f om  tins,  these  being  either  blown  or  damaged  and  affecting  the  foodstuffs.

MEAT. 

The  Public  Abattoir  is  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  During  the  year  268 
visits  of  inspection  were  made.  The  number  of  carcases  and  animals  inspected  being  :■ — Beasts 
1506 ; Calves,  591  ; Pigs,  150 ; Sheep  and  Lambs,  26,736.  All  condemned  meat  and  offals 
are  disposed  of  under  the  supervision  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Public  Health  [Meat)  Regulations. — During  the  year  608  observations  and  visits  have  been 
made  in  connection  with  the  market,  shops,  stalls,  &c.,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  above 
Regulations  were  being  complied  with. 

Samples  of  Food. — During  the  year  21  samples  of  food  were  purchased  for  Analysis,  of  this 
number  18  were  found  to  be  genuine.  One  sample  of  milk  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  to 
the  extent  of  45%,  and  two  others  were  found  to  be  adulterated  with  added  water  to  the  extent 
of  27%  and  25%.  The  Vendor  of  the  adulterated  samples  was  fined  £2  10s.  0 d.  in  each  case 
with  costs  amounting  to  £l  7s.  0 d.  The  Vendor  of  the  other  sample  was  cautioned.

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. — During  the  year  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  to  Rat 
infested  premises  ; drains  have  been  tested  and  inspected,  and  defects  found  remedied.  Ra 
runs  have  been  sealed  up,  and  where  necessary  poison  baits  laid.  Advice  has  been  given  to  al 
complaints,  and  poisons  and  leaflets  supplied  free  of  charge. 

Disinfection. — 174  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Disinfecting  Station  during  the  year,  7355 
articles  of  bedding,  etc.,  have  been  disinfected  by  steam  and  hot  air. 

Disinfection. — Eradication  of  the  Bed  Bug.- — During  the  year  all  houses  that  have  come  under 
the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  as  being  infested  with  bed-bugs  have  been  treated  with  a 
special  insecticide  with  good  results.  Bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  being  treated  with  steam  and 
hot  air. 
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REPORT  OF  ACTING  ENGINEER  AND  SURVEYOR, 

(Mr.  J.  A.  Edwards,  B.Eng.,  A.M.Inst.C.E.,  M.  & Cy.E.). 

Water  Supply. — Previous  to  1875  the  Town  was  supplied  with  springs  on  the  Great  Orme. 
These  supplies,  however,  though  of  excellent  quality,  becoming  inadequate  for  the  increasing 
population,  powers  were  obtained  for  a more  extensive  supply,  and  the  Improvement  Com- 
missioners purchased  two  lakes — Dulyn  (meaning  “ Black  Lake),  36  acies  in  extent  which  is 
weird  but  grand  lake,  filling  up,  apparently,  an  old  crater,  with  rock  rising  sheer  at  the  back 
of  it  to  a height  of  over  300  feet  and  huge  boulders  scattered  about  the  side  and  front  of  it ; and 
Melynllyn,  a beautiful,  shining  lake,  18  acres  with  a surrounding  watershed  of  1418  acres,  and 
on  this  watershed  the  Council  have  made  a small  but  interesting  tree  planting.  The  lakes  are 
situated  on  the  Western,  or  Caernarvonshire  side  of  the  Conway  river,  and  are  15£  miles  dis- 
tant from  Llandudno.  The  surface  of  Dulyn  is  at  an  altitude  of  1747  feet,  and  that  of  Melynllyn 
2094  feet  above  ordnance  datum.  Works  for  increasing  the  present  shortage  capacity  of  the 
above  lakes,  now  152  million  gallons,  have  been  completed.  This,  with  a 50%  increase  on  the 
present  demand,  will  give  1 16  days  storage.  There  is  no  inhabitable  or  other  dwelling  on  any  of 
the  watersheds  to  either  of  the  lakes,  and  the  water  is  as  pure  as  it  was  in  1880,  when  Professor 
Frankland,  after  analysis,  said  : — “ It  is  most  excellent  water  for  dietetic  and  all  domestic  pur- 
poses. It  is  wholesome  and  palatable  and  contains  only  a very  small  amount  of  vegetable  or- 
ganic matter.  It  is  exceeding  soft  and  therefore  well  adapted  for  washing  purposes.  For  the 
supply  of  the  town  it  is  fully  equal  to  the  celebrated  Loch  Katrine  water.” 

An  automatic  chlorination  plant  is  in  operation  and  all  water  passing  to  supply  is  sterilised 
by  this  process.  Bacteriological  samples  are  taken  at  regular  inteivals. 

The  last  section  of  the  15  inch  trunk  main  between  Llandudno  Junctions  and  Llanrhos  was 
completed  in  1909. 

Llandudno  is  now  supplied  with  water  by  two  separate  trunk  mains  (9  inch  and  15  inch) 
giving  an  abundant  supply  for  many  years  to  come,  and  almost  making  the  town  immune  from 
the  possibility  of  a total  breakdown  in  the  water  supply.  During  the  1928 — 29  a 1|  mile  length 
of  9 inch  trunk  main  was  replaced  with  the  new  15  inch  steel  bitumen-lined  main. 

Scavenging.— The  removal  of  house  refuse  and  scavenging  is  undertaken  by  the  Council 
by  the  motor  refuse  vehicles,  with  special  closing  lids  for  loading  and  is  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  Surveyor.  The  refuse  is  collected  daily  from  the  Hotels ; twice  a week  from  the 
large  houses  and  weekly  from  the  smaller  houses.  All  refuse  is  burnt  at  the  Destructor. 

Sewerage. — The  town  is  covered  by  sewers  partly  on  the  combined  system  ami  partly  on 

the  separate  system.

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR. 

(Mr.  W.  T.  Ellis). 

Water  Supply. — The  chief  source  of  supply  is  drawn  from  Aber  Lake,  and  Camarnaint 
Reservoir  as  an  Auxiliary  Supply.  The  Chlorination  Plant  has  been  erected  at  a point  where 
it  can  treat  water  from  both  cources.  A light  doseage  of  Chloros  is  being  applied  at  present. 

Sewerage  Works. — The  machinery  and  pumps  are  being  maintained  in  good  repair,  periodical 
rodding  and  flushing  is  being  carried  out. 

Public  Conveniences. — There  are  six  of  these  within  the  district  which  are  being  kept  in 
good  repair  and  are  regularly  cleaned. 

Scavenging. — The  chief  roads  are  swept  daily.  Secondary  roads  are  done  twice  a week. 
As  a wartime  measure  house  refuse  is  only  removed  once  a fortnight,  excepting  the  larger  pre- 
mises which  are  cleared  weekly.  Salvage  is  being  collected  on  the  alternative  weeks. 

River  Pollution. — The  river  is  periodically  cleaned  as  found  necessary. 

Rat  Destruction. — The  Council  have  made  arrangements  under  the  County  Scheme  for 
the  poisoning  of  these  pests  on  all  Council  property  including  the  Refuse  Tip. 

Disinfection. — The  infectious  cases  are  removed  to  the  Bangor  Isolation  Hospital  and  con- 
tagious cases  removed  to  the  Local  Sick  Bay.  All  bedding  are  removed  to  Bangor  for  fumiga- 
tion. 


Slaughter  Houses. — At  present  these  are  not  in  use  since  the  central  system  of  slaughtering 
has  been  in  operation.  The  following  were  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  : — 1921bs.  of 
meat ; 371bs.  of  butter. 

Decontamination  of  Food  Stuffs. — For  this  purpose  two  of  the  Local  Slaughter  Houses  and 
two  large  private  garages  have  been  “ ear-marked  ” for  this  purpose. 

Milk  Sampling. — The  standard  of  milk  is  good  and  periodical  samples  for  analysis  are  being 
taken  by  the  County  Sampling  Officer. 

Air  Raid  Shelters. — Four  of  these  specially  constructed  Shelters  have  been  erected  for  a 
capacity  of  150  persons. 

Housing. — The  Council  are  preparing  a comprehensive  programme  ready  to  be  put  in  opera- 
tion when  normal  conditions  return.

REPORT  OF  SURVEYOR  AND  SANITARY  INSPECTOR, 

Water  Supplies. — 

Dolgarrog. — The  village  is  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  Conway  and  Colwyn  Bay  Joint 
Water  Board,  the  main  supply  being  Cowlyd  Lake. 

Dolwyddelen. — The  supply  is  obtained  from  an  upland  stream  impounded  in  a reservoir. 
Some  of  the  2 inch  distributing  mains  were  cleaned  during  the  year. 

Penmachno. — The  villages  of  CwmandLlan  depend  on  their  supply  from  springs,  the  storage 
capacity  of  both  reservoirs  is  small,  and  shortage  is  experienced  during  dry  periods. 

Rowen. — The  supply  is  from  springs,  and  the  distribution  is  by  standpipes. 

Trefriw. — The  main  source  of  supply  is  Crafnant  Lake,  and  the  village  was  adequately 
supplied  throughout  the  year. 

Sewerage.- — The  systems  at  Dolgarrog,  Dolwyddelen,  Penmachno  and  Trefriw  aie  working 
satisfactorily. 

Scavenging. — The  house  refuse  and  night  soil  (in  parts  of  the  district)  is  removed  direct  by 
the  Council  by  means  of  a refuse  lorry.  The  Council  were  successful  in  procuring  a’reconditioned 
lorry,  of  more  carrying  capacity  in  place  of  the  old  lorry  which  was  causing  disorganisation  of 
the  work  through  frequent  breakdowns.  The  work  is  heavier  since  the  war,  and  to  co-operate 
with  salvage  collection,  the  refuse  in  the  district  is  collected  in  strict  rotation. 


River  Pollution. — No  oases  of  river  pollution  were  found  during  the  year. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order. — Much  improvement  was  noted  during  the  year.  Numbers  of 
Farms  selling  wholesale  were  registered  during  the  yea4. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. — Inspections  are  carried  out  of  all  meat  shops.  The  following 
were  voluntarily  surrendered  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption  : — 821bs.  Cheese ; 51bs. 
butter,  481bs.  Bacon. 

Disinfection. — Fourteen  cases  were  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospitall  Disinfection  of  six 
further  bouses  from  which  persons  had  been  removed  or  died  from  other  diseases.  Bedding 
and  clothing  are  heated  by  steam  at  the  Fever  Hospital.

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

(Mb.  R.  H.  Jones,  C.R.S.I.). 

Water  Supplies. — From  supplies  controlled  by  the  Council  it  was  not  necessary  to  impose 
restrictions  on  consumption  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

Apart  from  one  piivate  supply,  reports  on  samples  collected  and  submitted  for  examination 
were  satisfactory. 

Connections  to  twelve  properties  were  laid  from  the  Council’s  water  mains. 

Sewerage. — The  recent  improvement  in  water  supplies  to  all  parts  of  the  district  has  made 
more  pronounced  the  necessity  of  sewers  and  disposal  systems  in  various  localities.  The  Council 
has  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  but  the  international  situation  has  deterred  progress. 

Public  Scavenging. — Domestic  refuse  is  collected  once  a fortnight.  Four  sites  are  in  use  for 
controlled  tipping  and  the  work  is  satisfactorily  carried  out  by  contract. 

Slaughterhouses. — -The  City  Abattoir,  Bangor,  is  the  slaughtering  centre  for  the  area. 

Salvage. — Collecting  centres  are  in  existence  in  each  village  within  the  district.  From 
these  regular  collections  are  made  to  a central  depot  for  sorting  and  disposal. 
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Difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  acquiring  a site  suitable  for  the  flattening  of  tins  by  means 
of  a steam  roller. 

Milk  Supply. — There  are  98  Registered  Farms  within  the  district.  The  amount  of  milk 
exported  has  considerably  increased. 

The  reconditioning  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  has  materially  slackened.  This  is  mainly  due 
to  the  scarcity  of  labour  and  material. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. — Bedding  is  subjected  to  steam  disinfection.  Rooms  and 
contents  are  fumigated  with  sulphur  or  formalin.  In  cases  of  tuberculosis  where  the  Medical 
Officer  recommends  the  destruction  of  bedding,  the  Council  compensates.  Seven  cases  of 
diphtheria  and  six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR. 

(Christopher  Hughes,  C.R.S.I.). 

Water  Supplies. — The  water  supplies  of  the  district  are  derived  from  deep  and  shallow 
wells,  many  of  which  are  furnished  with  pumps  and  are  working  satisfactory.  The  practice  of 
fixing  pumps  on  public  wells  is  increasing  and  where  there  is  the  slightest  danger  of  pollution, 
protective  works  are  carried  out. 

The  Scheme  of  a Piped  Water  Supply  for  the  Parish  of  Llandegfan  is  in  progress. 

The  report  of  a Regional  Supply  Scheme  for  the  whole  County  is  awaited  with  interest 

Scavenging. — The  Scavenging  of  the  whole  district  is  done  every  two  months,  and  the  refuse 
is  brought  to  Llanfair  P.G.,  where  a suitable  dumping  ground  by  controlled  tipping  is  provided 
by  the  Llanfair  Parish  Council.  The  tins  and  light  iron  are  salvaged  and  taken  to  Holyhead 
U.D.C.  for  baling. 

River  Pollution. — There  is  no  evidence  of  River  Pollution. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.-— There  is  no  slaughtering  done  in  the  District  since  January,  1940. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act. — Under  this  Act  all  slaughtermen  are  now  registered  and  the 
stunning  of  animals  is  carried  out  by  a humane  slaughtering  system.  All  animals  come  under 
the  purview  of  the  regulations  of  this  Act,  compulsorily.  The  Council  have  now  agreed  to  in- 
clude sheep  and  lambs  with  the  other  animals  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
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Milk  and  Dairies  Order. — Every  Cowshed  and  Dairy  from  which  milk  is  sold  is  inspected 
periodically.  Samples  of  milk  for  the  sediment  test  arc  taken,  and  although  great  improve- 
ment has  taken  place  several  samples  still  show  a little  sediment.  The  general  conditions  of  the 
Cowsheds  and  Dairies  continue  to  show  improvements. 

Housing. — The  Council  has  a very  comprehensive  Housing  programme  ready  to  be  put 
into  operation  when  normal  conditions  return.  Six  Agricultural  Cottages  should  be  completed 
bv  the  end  of  November. 

Disinfection. — The  Laycoeks  Fumigators  are  used  for  disinfecting  houses.  There  is  no 
steam  disinfector  provided,  for  steami  rg  clothes  and  bedding.  Disinfectants  are  given  free, 
and  wherr  the  destruction  of  bedding  is  ordered,  the  Council  pays  for  the  loss  incurred.  The 
Council  strongly  recommend  that  a steam  disinfector  should  be  provided  in  the  County  for  use 
by  all  local  authorities  and  that  a suitable  conveyance  be  acquired  to  transport  bedding,  cloth- 
ing, etc,  to  and  from  the  disinfecting  station.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supplies. — During  the  year  15  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis  at  the  fol- 
lowing places  : — Cerrig-y-druidion,  Glasfryn,  Cefnbrith,  Llangemiew,  Pentrevoelas,  and  Rhydy- 

rcua. 

The  results  of  the  Analysis  at  Pentrevoelas  showed  evidence  of  contamination.  In  fol- 
lowing this  up  the  Voelas  Estate  carried  out  minor  protective  work  to  this  supply. 

The  result  of  analysis  at  Llangemiew  showed  traces  of  the  presence  of  B.  Coli.  In  following 
this  up  it  was  found  that  cattle  had  been  getting  on  to  the  collecting  area  near  the  springs. ' This 
was  remedied  and  subsequent  samples  gave  satisfactory  results. 

Samples  taken  at  Rhydycreua  showed  evidence  of  pollution.  It  is  understood  that  a puri- 
fication system  is  to  be  put  in  at  this  place. 

Other  samples  gave  a satisfactory  result. 

Eglwysbach  Village. — The  supply  here  is  still  very  unsatisfactory  and  no  other  temporary 
supplies  for  this  place  can  be  found.  The  original  scheme  for  this  place  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  is  the  only  remedy. 
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Sewerage. — During  1942  no  new  works  were  carried  out  on  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal 
installations. 

Scavenging. — Collection  of  House  Refuse  is  carried  out  in  most  of  tlie  villages  in  the  District. 
Night  soil  collection  is  made  in  three  villages  in  the  District. 

Drainage  Systems. — Three  new  drainage  systems  were  put  in  during  the  year.  Two  con- 
versions from  privies  to  Water  closets  were  made  as  a consequence. 

Schools.- — No  alteration  has  occurred  at  any  of  the  schools  during  the  year. 

Milk. — Two  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  analysis  and  were  found  satisfactory. 

Meat. — The  meat  supplies  for  the  District  are  obtained  from  centres  at  Corwen,  Colwyn 
Bay  and  Abergele.  On  one  occasion  641b.  of  Beef  were  surrendered  and  condemned  as  being 
unfit.  Canned  meat  is  also  surrendered — perforation  of  the  container  being  usually  the  cause 
of  this  going  bad. 

Bread. — Bakehouses  are  periodically  visited.

Housing. — Little  work  has  been  carried  out  on  Housing  mainly  owing  to  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  Labour  and  Materials. 

Disinfection. — Sixteen  premises  were  disinfected  after  the  occurrence  of  infectious  or  con- 
tagious diseases  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Bedding  was  also  removed  from  six  houses  in  the  district  for  fumigation  after  the  occurrence 
of  scabies.

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1 1 lias  been  deemed  expedient  to  cut  down  this  year’s  Annual  Report  to  a minimum.  Further 
elucidation  on  some  matters  may  be  had  on  reference  to  previous  Annual  Reports.

Housing. — The  Corporation  now  own  505  working-class  houses.  About  one-fifth  of  the 
entire  population  have  been  rehoused.  A visiting  Superintendent  (a  qualified  Nurse)  has  been 
appointed. 

New  Housing  Schemes,  with  further  Slum-clearance,  are  looked  forward  to  as  an  element 
in  post-war  reconstruction.  Carrying  out  the  suspended  Sewerage  Scheme  will  be  a necessary 
con-comitant  of  these.  Some  building  sites  are  already  owned  by  the  Corporation,  for  example, 
the  Cae  Capel  site.  Probably  24  houses  could  be  erected  on  this  site. 


Water  Supplies. — A Government  inquiry  had  been  held  into  the  matter  of  Filtration  of  the 
Water  Supply.  Chlorination  had  been  previously  carried  out,  but  there  had  been  some  delay 
with  regard  to  Filtration.  At  first  there  had  been  some  postponement  owing  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  having  insisted  that  the  rate  of  water-consumption  (at  least  the  volume  of  water  passing 
through  the  Water  System)  should  be  reduced,  in  order  to  lessen  the  expense  of  Filtration.  By 
renewing  pipes  and  taking  other  steps  to  prevent  leakage,  material  reduction  was  obtained,  and 
following  upon  the  above-mentioned  inquiry,  the  work  of  Filtration  was  carried  out,  so  that 
the  water  now  is  both  chlorinated  and  filtered.  The  work  of  cleaning  the  Main  Trunk  Pipe 
from  Nant  Mills  to  Ysbytty  was  completed  during  the  year,  with  the  result  that  over  twice  the 
volume  of  water  is  being  delivered  to  the  Reservoir. 

The  pipe-line  from  the  intake  to  the  Reservoir  was  cleaned  and  re-lined  with  concrete. 
This  took  some  months  to  complete.  A notice  had  to  be  issued,  that  the  water  would  be  cut 
off  each  night  and  that  all  water  used  for  drinking  should  be  boiled  previous  to  use. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Parts  of  the  main  scheme  of  Sewerage  improvement  have  been 
carried  out  with  very  satisfactory  results  in  those  areas  which  previously  suffered  from  occasional 
flooding  and  were  the  cause  of  a great  deal  of  complaint.  Further  Sewerage  will  be  a necessary 
preliminary  to  a complete  new  Housing  Scheme  after  the  war. 

Slaughtering  of  Meat. — The  Caernarvon  Public  Abattoir-  has  been  made  the  centre  of  slaughter- 
ing for  the  surrounding  district  as  well  as  for  Caernarvon  itself.  During  the  year  the  animals 
slaughtered  were — Bullocks,  1853;  Cows,  367  ; Calves,  791  ; Sheep  and  Lambs,  21,200;  and 
Pigs?  3,427. 

Milk. The  County  Council  granted  5 licences  during  1942,  4 to  sell  T.T.  Milk  and  1 to 

sell  Accredited  Milk. 

Milk  Sampled. — 1 sample  of  milk  was  taken  by  the  County  Inspector,  which  proved  genuine. 
2 Samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  each  Registered  Herd  at  intervals  of  6 months,  45  samples 
in  all. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat. — This  used  to  be  put  in  the  special  combustion  chamber 
provided  in  the  Incinerator  or  Destructor.  Condemned  meat  is  now,  however,  Government 
property,  and  as  such  is  always  salvaged  for  certain  purposes  and  has  to  be  accounted  for.  It 
is  first  stained  a deep  blue  colour  as  a precaution. 

Rats  and  Mice  Order. — Extensive  baiting  has  been  carried  out  and  advice  tendered.  Baits 
and  poison  are  supplied  free  by  the  Town  Council. 

Admitted  to  Caernarvon  Fever  Hospital. — Diphtheria  57  (and  4 suspected),  Scarlet  Fever 
7,  Spotted  Fever  1 (and  1 suspected). 
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SOME  WAR-TIME  ACTIVITIES. 

Air  Raid  Shelters. — Four  air-raid  shelters  have  been  erected.  Some  of  these  are  provided 
with  a Water  Supply  and  with  Water  Closets.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  appointed  to 
superintend  the  cleaning  and  spraying  thereof,  as  may  he  necessary. 

Evacuees. — There  are  over  600  evacuees  (including  unofficial  evacuees)  in  the  Town. 

Hostels  and  Sick  Bays. — There  are  three  hostels,  etc.,  for  certain  classes  of  evacuees,  and  a 
number  of  houses  have  been  requisitioned  to  house  some  families.  These  are  16  Slum  Clearance 
houses  which  have  been  temporarily  adapted  and  furnished.  The  Council  have  taken  decisive 
steps  (Sick  Bay,  Cleansing  Station  and  Visiting  Doctor)  to  stamp  out  the  Scabies  and  Impetigo 
nuisance. 

Oas  Decontamination. — The  Sanitary  Inspector  attended  a course  on  this  subject.  Premises 
have  been  ear-marked  and  are  to  be  adapted  for  the  work  (of  treating  Food-Stuffs,  &c.). 

Government  War-time  Laboratory.—- This  is  situated  at  Conway,  and  is  under  Dr.  Robinson. 
It  serves  a very  useful  purpose.  Samples  of  Water  are  regularly  tested  there.  Also  samples 
of  Ice-cream,  &c.,  have  been  tested  there. 

This  Laboratory  may  in  time  be  succeeded  by  a comprehensive  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Bangor,  thus  bringing  the  wishes  and  effort  s of  the  Caernarvon  Town  Council  (Councillor 
Eames  may  be  specially  mentioned)  and  to  some  extent  of  their  Medical  Officer,  to  fruition.

All  Meat  is  now  Slaughtered  at  the 
neighbouring  district,  Portmadoc. 
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Water  Supply. — The  Government  War-time  Laboratory  at  Conway,  under  Dr.  Robinson 
serves  a useful  purpose. 

Bacteriological  tests  of  the  water  are  made  periodically  thereat. 

Water  Inspection  is  regularly  made  and,  a Water-Meter  has  been  fixed  at  Cefn  Collwyn  to 
register  the  flow  of  water  daily. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.— These  systems  have  been  maintained. 

House  Refuse. — This  is  cleared  regularly,  once  a week  throughout  the  year,  and  during 
the  (>  Summer  months,  three  times  a week  at  the  Hotels  and  large  Boarding  Houses.  The  Refuse 

Tip  is  outside  the  district. 

Hcrusing. — There  are  30  Working  class  dwellings  owned  by  the  Council. 

Post-war  Building. — There  is  still  room,  on  the  site  of  then  last  Housing  Scheme,  for 
18  more  houses.  No  doubt  the  Council  will  be  prepared,  immediately  the  war  is  over,  to  utilise 
this  land  to  the  full,  at  rhe  behest  of,  or  with  the  consent  of,  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Milk  Supply. — During  1942  the  County  Council  granted  1 licence  within  the  district  to 
sell  Accredited  milk.  5 Milk  samples  were  taken  by  the  County  Inspector,  all  proving  genuine. 
Also  3 lots  of  samples  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Meat  Supply. — The  Council’s  public  Abattoir  is  not  now  being  used  for  the  purpose,  meat 
being  distributed  from  Portmadoc. 

Private  Camps. — Such  Camps  are  inspected,  but  no  encouragement  is  given  them. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. — When  fevers  are  notified,  disinfectants  are  supplied  free, 
and  houses,  schools,  etc.,  disinfected  by  the  Surveyor.  Some  bedding  had  to  be  destroyed, 
the  Council  replacing  such  for  the  householder. 

Mortuary. — A Mortuary  has  been  established  for  the  first  time,  this  being  close  to  the 

cemetery. 

Rats  and  Mice. — The  system  is  in  operation  with  good  results,  the  work  being  carried  out 
jointly  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Ci'iccieth  Council,  with  their  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Ambulance. — A unit  has  been  formed  and  an  ambulance  van  been  presented  to  the  Town. 

Fire  Extinguishing  Measures. — These  are  now  under  Government  control. 

Admitted  to  Caernarvon  Fever  Hospital. — Diphtheria  11  (and  3 suspected). 


SOME  WAR-TIME  ACTIVITIES. 

(a)  Billeting  of  Evacuees. — Householders  have  billeted  evacuees  from  Merseyside  since 
the  beginning  of  hostilities.  Later,  an  empty  mansion  just  outside  the  district  was  taken  by 
a private  organisation  and  a batch  of  refugees  infants  (without  their  parents)  brought  there  from 

bombarded  London. 

Hostels. — -Within  the  district,  the  Girls  Friendly  Society  Premises  were  turned  into  a Hostel 
for  a t ime.  Later  2 large  houses  were  requisitioned  and  adapted  as  a Sick  Bay  (for  Scabies,  &c.), 
and  as  a Hostel  (for  difficult  children)  respectively. 
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School  Work. — Chapel  school-rooms  have  been  lent  for  day-school  purposes  for  some  sections 
of  the  ovacuee  children,  and  additional  Water-closets  provided  thereat. 

(b)  Air  Raid  Shelters. — Two  shelters  have  been  erected. 

(c)  Gas  Decontamination. — The  temporarily  disused  public  Abattoir  havs  been  scheduled 
for  Cleansing  and  Gas-Decontamination  purposes  (for  treating  Food-Stuffs,  &c.).  A squad 
of  5 persons  has  been  formed  to  deal  with  such. 

(d)  Army  Mobile  Laundry.- — Such  a Laundry  was  established  locally,  furnished  with  a 
large  elevated  Water-tank,  which  was  replenished  nightly  from  the  Town  Mains.

during  the  year. 
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Water  Supply. — At  present  there  is  a heavy  draw  on  the  supply.  Steps  are  being  taken 
to  increase  the  head  of  water  and  to  improve  the  pressure.  The  water  is  chlorinated  at  Mur- 
cwymp.  Some  improvements  were  carried  out  at  Murcwymp.  Further  improvements  at 
Murcwymp  and  Cwmceiliog  will  have  to  be  carried  out  in  due  time. 

Housing. — All  the  146  Council  Houses  were  occupied  throughout  the  year,  and  the  standard 
of  cleanliness  and  tidiness  maintained  by  the  tenants  was  generally  fair.  The  occurrence  of 
War  has  greatly  affected  building  developments.  Repairs  to  a very  large  extent  cannot  be 
proceeded  with  during  the  War.  Similarly,  overcrowding  cannot  be  adequately  relieved,  although 
accentuated  by  War  conditions — Evacuees,  Military,  &c. 

Shipping. — The  Harbour  was  not  in  use  during  the  year  except  for  coastal  sailing. 

Millc  Supply. — All  the  Cowsheds  were  inspected  and  found  in  a fair  condition.  The  re- 
quirements of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  help  to  maintain  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  utensils 
and  the  interior  of  buildings.  The  bulk  of  the  Milk  Supply  is  obtained  from  outlying  farms 
in  the  Lleyn  district.  The  Milk-carts  and  the  Utensils  are  generally  clean  and  well-kept,  and 
Milk  Samples  generally  arc  free  from  dirt,  but  further  improvement  is  still  necessary. 

1 Milk  Licence  was  granted  to  sell  T.T.  Milk. 

1 Bovine  animal  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

22  Samples  of  Milk  were  taken,  2 not  proving  genuine. 

Early  in  1943  the  Town  Clerk,  on  behalf  of  the  Council  sent  a list  of  duties  to  every  Milk 
Vendor,  based  on  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

Meat  Supply. — The  Pwllheli  Abattoir  was  operated  during  the  year  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
and  the  standard  of  meat  slaughtered  and  exhibited  for  sale  was  kept  at  a high  grade. 

Humane  slaughtering  is  carried  out,  and  by  registered  slaughtermen. 

Besides  the  work  done  by  the  Government  Officials,  the  Council’s  Surveyor  regularly  in- 
pects  the  meat  before  it  is  passed  on  to  the  respective  Purveyors. 

Meat  and  Turned  Foods  condemned  weighed  9 tons  and  } cwt.  Causes  for  condemning 
wore  Tuberculosis,  Oedema,  Emaciation,  Cirrhosis,  Actinomycosis,  Echinococcosis  (and  other 
Parasites),  Johne’s  Disease,  Internal  Bleeding  due  to  fracture  and  other  injuries.  Inflammation 
of  the  Heart,  Lungs,  Pleura,  Udder.  &c.,  Jaundice,  Mouldincss  and  Decomposition  in  the  case 
of  Tinned  Foods. 

After  the  outbreak  of  War,  the  Pwllheli  Public  Abattoir  became  the  recognised  centre  for 
slaughtering  both  for  Pwllheli  Town  and  the  surrounding  district  of  Lleyn. 

During  1942,  20,815  animals  were  slaughtered,  being  : Cattle  1481,  Sheep  18186,  Pigs  61 4 
Calves  534. 

Imported  Meat. — 287  Quarters  of  Beef,  856  Lambs,  725  cases  of  Corned  Beef  (60  lbs  in  each 
case). 

Schools. — None  were  closed  on  account  of  illness. 

Conveniences. — The  town  is  fairly  well  supplied  with  Conveniences. 

Hospital. — At  long  last  Bryn  Beryl,  a mansion  bequeathed  for  the  purpose  of  a Hospital 
for  Pwllheli  and  the  whole  of  Lleyn  Peninsula,  has  come  into  ^se,  but  only  as  a military 
hospital  for  the  present.

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Admitted  to  Caernarvon  Fever  Hospital.- — Diphtheria  12  (and  1 suspected),  Scarlet  Fever  6 
Measles  3,  Spotted  Fever  2. 

Military  Camps. — For  some  periods  there  have  been  Military  Camps  stationsed  in  the  sur- 
rounding Rural  District,  but  there  are  none  within  the  Borough.  A number  of  airmen,  &c., 
as  well  as  evacuees  children  were  billeted  in  the  Town.  There  is  also  a Motor  School  for  training 
women-drivers  of  lorries. 

Hostel. — There  is  a Hostel  for  a certain  class  of  evacuees,  run  by  the  Lleyn  R.D.  Council. 

Air  Raid  Shelters. — The  Corporation  has  constructed  4 Air  Raid  Shelters,  use  being  made 
of  passages  between  and  underneath  a portion  of  the  houses.

Not*. — The  Borough  is  without  a Publio  Abattoir. 

One  Slaughterhouse  only  —is  used  now,  and  under  the  Government. 
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Housing. — 23  Working-class  houses  are  owned,  by  the  Council.  The  Portmadoc  Counci1 
had  purchased  over  10  acres  of  land  for  the  erection  of  up  to  126  houses  to  meet  Overcrowding 
and  other  Housing  demands.  A scheme  for  28  houses  was  being  prepared,  but  owing  to  the 
present  War  Emergency,  the  scheme  was  left  in  abeyance.  With  regard  to  remedying  dis- 
repairs, a great  deal  of  the  work,  owing  to  the  inability  to  obtain  materials  during  the  present 
emergency,  has  been  left  untouched.  Where  possible  the  Surveyor  is  asked  to  cut  out  the  work 

Post-War  Housing. — -The  scheme  for  the  erection  of  126  houses  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

Milk  Supply. — 3 licences  were  granted  bv  the  County  Council  to  Dairy  Farmers  during 
1942,  2 to  sell  T.T.  Milk  and  1 to  sell  Accredited  Milk.  2 samples  of  milk  taken  by  County  In- 
spector : both  proved  genuine. 

1 Bovine  animal  was  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  1938. 

Meat.— Only  one  of  the  Portmadoc  slaughter-houses  is  now  being  used  for  the  purpose, 
and  meat  for  butchers  from  outside  the  district  (Criccieth,  Penmorfa,  Penrhyndeudraeth,  etc.), 
is  being  slaughtered  here. 

Water  Supply. — Derived  from  Tecwyn  Lake  almost  entirely.  37  houses  are  without  internal 
Water  supply,  viz.,  Lower  Penmorfa,  21,  Morfa  Bychan  10,  others  6.  The  Portmadoc  Water 
Company  have  installed  a Chlorinating  Plant  since  some  time.  Owing  to  war  conditions  water 
consumption  has  increased  considerably.  Therefore  consumers  have  been  earnestly  requested  to 
use  every  reasonable  economy.  In  an  emergency,  water  drawn  from  6 disused  springs,  and  then 
first  boiled  could  be  used.  Also  arrangements  have  been  made  in  conjunction  with  the  adjoining 
Local  Authorities  in  the  event  of  a breakdown  on  account  of  enemy  action. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  Sewer  has  been  reconstructed  at  Back  Terrace  Road.  Sewers 
at  Osmond  Lane  and  Back  High  Street  will  be  reconstructed  at  an  early  date.  The  scheme  for 
a new  Sewer  to  run  alongside  the  Cut  has  been  revived,  and  the  Council  is  prepared  to  proceed 
with  the  Scheme,  provided  they  receive  sanction  to  a loan. 

Admitted  to  Fever  Hospital. — -Diphtheria  1,  Scarlet  Fever  6. 

Schools. — No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year  on  account  of  illness. 

Conveniences. — Additional  conveniences  are  required  near  the  G.W.R.  Station,  and  at 
Tremadoc  and  at  Morfa  Bychan. 

Mortuary. — -To  replace  the  old  one,  a new  mortuary,  with  facilities  for  “ Post  Mortem  ” 
examinations  has  been  secured,  viz.,  by  conversion  of  the  Cemetery  Lodge. 

Ambulance  Car. — There  is  an  Ambulance-conveyance  jointly  owned  by  the  Portmadoc 
and  Deudraeth  Councils  and  by  Cooke’s  Explosives. 

Shipping. — A few  coasting  vessels  arrived. 


WAR  TIME  ACTIVITIES. 

(a)  Emergency  Government  Laboratory  at  Conway. — Water  samples,  Throat-swabs,  etc., 
may  now  be  examined  at  this  Laboratory,  the  Council  paying  an  Annual  retaining  fee 

The  2 piped  supplies  were  analysed  during  the  year  by  the  Public  Analyst,  Chester. 

(b)  Food  Decontamination. — A scheme  for  dealing  with  Gas-contaminated  Food  is  well  in 
hand,  and  2 squads  each  consisting  of  4 persons  have  been  formed. 

(c)  Mobile  Cleansing  Unit. — This  apparatus,  on  wheels,  has  been  supplied  to  the  District 
or  Decontamination  purposes. 


(d)  Lectures  on  Decontamination. —The  use  of  Portmadoc  Town  Hall  was  kindly  given  for 
the  purpose  of  hearing  4 lectures  on  the  method  of  Decontaminating  Foodstuffs,  Clothing,  Wood- 
woik  and  so  on  after  contamination  by  poisonous  Gases.  The  Lectures  were  given  by  Dr. 
Philips  of  Morfa  Nevin,  and  the  arrangements  were  made  by  Mr.  Ellis,  Clerk  of  the  Deudraeth 
Council,  in  consultation  with  Dr.  Lloyd  Owen,  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  Surveyors  and 
Sanitary  Inspectors  of  Dolgelley,  Barmouth,  Blaenau  Ffestiniog,  Penrhyndeudraeth,  Portmadoc, 
Criccieth,  Pwllheli  and  Lleyn  attended. 

(e)  Fire  Extinguishing— This  is  now  under  Government  control. 

(/)  Air  It  aid  Shelters.  2 Air  Raid  Shelters  have  been  constructed.  One  is  a surface  shelter 
to  accommodate  50  persons  and  is  situated  near  the  G.W.R.  Station.  The  other  is  a basement 
shelter  in  the  Town  Hall  to  accommodate  200  persons. 

(g)  Military  Hospital. — Without  once  having  been  opened  as  a school,  the  fine  new  Centra 
School  Buildings  were  handed  over  temporarily  for  use  as  a Military  Hospital. 

(h)  Hostels.  During  the  early  part  of  last  year  the  Council  requisitioned  a house  known 
as  Craig-y-Don,  Borth-y-Gest  and  had  it  converted  into  a Hostel  for  the  reception  of  evacuated 
children  suffering  from  some  minor  ailments  such  as  Bed-wetters.  There  are  20  beds  available 
and  the  Hostel  is  run  by  a Matron  who  is  a qualified  Nurse. 

At  Portmadoc  there  is  a Private  Nursery  for  young  evacuees.

Vote. — The  District  is  without  a Public  Abattoir,  - 


Housing. — 610  new  working-class  houses  are  owned  by  the  Council.  There  is  a shortage 
still,  particularly  for  young  married  couples.  A further  housing  programme  of  some  400  houses 
was  under  consideration  by  the  Council  before  the  outbreak  of  War.  The  average  rent  of  the 
older  houses  in  the  district  is  £6 — £10  per  annum.  The  outbreak  of  War  placed  all  officials 
responsible  for  housing  repairs  in  a very  difficult  position.  For  example  Timber  and  other  mat- 
erials were  not  obtainable  unless  it  could  be  proved  that  the  work  was  of  National  Importance. 
It  would  be  well  if  the  Ministry  of  Health  could  authorise  Local  Authorities  to  issue  licences 
for  the  release  of  more  Timber,  etc.  The  War  has  occasioned  the  postponement  of  the  Model 
Byelaws,  series  4 (Building),  being  adopted.  No  Comity  Council  grants  under  the  Housing  of 
Rural  Workers  Act  were  earned. 

Post-  War  Housing  Programme. —Acting  upon  instructions  from  the  Council,  the  Surveyor 
(Mr.  Closs  Parry),  accompanied  by  the  local  Councillor  for  each  Parish,  visited  each  Parish, 
and  has  prepared  an  Estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  to  be  included  in  the  Post-War  Housing 
Programme.  The  number  is  665  houses,  viz.  : — 390  to  replace  unfit  houses,  90  to  allay  overcrowd- 
ing. 107  for  young  married  couples,  68  for  Tuberculosis  cases,  with  10  houses  for  Agricultural 
labourers  in  the  Parish  of  Clynnog. 

Milk  Supply. — 7 licences  were  granted  by  the  County  Council  to  Dairy  Farmers  during 
1942,  3 to  sell  T.T.  Milk,  and  4 to  sell  Accredited  Milk.  Bacteriological  sampling  is  done  twice 
annually  as  far  as  possible  in  May  and  December.  A large  number  of  Farmers  applied  to  be 
registered  to  whole-sell  Milk  for  Butter  manufacture.  The  required  sanitary  improvements 
in  the  case  of  63  Farmers  were  carried  out  in  the  Summer  months. 

59  formal  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  14  not  proving  genuine.  117  samples  were  taken 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  14  proved  unsatisfactory. 

V 

3 Bovine  animals  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

Meat  Supply. — Private  slaughtering  has  been  stopped  for  the  duration  of  the  War  and  the 
final  disposal  of  unsound  meat  has  been  transferred  to  government  officials.  Meat  for  the  dis- 
trict is  now  slaughtered  at  the  Caernarvon  Public  Abattoir,  but  at  the  slaughter-house  at  Port- 
dinorwic  in  connection  with  the  Bacon  Factory,  about  120 — 150  pigs  are  slaughtered  weekly. 
For  inspection  of  this  work,  Mr.  Closs  Parry  gives  an  average  of  a part  of  3 days  a week  of  his 
time. 

Water  Supply. — Satisfactory  Water  Supply  to  houses  had  become  much  more  general  before 
the  outbreak  of  War.  A new  Water  Supply  is  contemplated  at  LTpper  Cwmyglo,  Ceunant,  Rhiw- 
las,  Waenfawr  and  Rhvd-ddu.  The  Rhyd-ddu  scheme  is  likely  to  be  completed  shortly. 

Schools. — Ceunant  School  was  closed  on  account  of  Diphtheria  for  one  week  only. 

Admitted  to  Fever  Hospital. — Diphtheria  35  (and  3 suspected),  Scarlet  Fever  23,  Spotted 
Fever  10  (and  3 suspected),  Paratyphoid  1,  Dysentery  1 and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  1. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Extension  of  Sewers  is  urgently  required  at  Deiniolen,  Llanrug, 
Llanberis,  etc. 

Public  Scavenging.—' This  is  done  throughout  the  district.  In  the  Northern  Area  this  is 
done  once  a week  by  a 3 ton  Dennis  Lorry.  The  Council  does  not  remove  trade  refuse,  but  trades- 
men are  allowed  to  make  use  of  the  Public  tipping  ground. 

Conveniences. — New  Public  conveniences  are  wanted  at  Cwmyglo,  Llanrug  and  other  places. 

Disinfection. — In  cases  where  bedding  is  destroyed  compensation  is  given  by  the  Council 
in  nearly  all  cases. 

Ambulances. — Private  ambulances  are  available  at  the  Mona  Hotel,  Caernarvon,  and  at 
the  Paragon,  Penygroes. 

Disposal  of  the  Dead. — There  should  be  at  least  2 mortuaries  in  the  district.  As  a War- 
time provision,  the  temporarily  disused  slaughterhouses  at  Penygroes,  Llanberis  and  Deiniolen 
have  been  ear-marked  for  the  purpose,  and  3 squads  are  trained- 
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WAR-TIME  ACTIVITIES. 

(«)  Official  Evacuees. — -The  District  is  a reception  area  for  evacuees,  and  at  the  outbreak 
of  War  some  3,000  school  children  together  with  pre-school-age  children  and  mothers  were  evacu- 
ated from  Merseyside.  When  we  recollect  that  in  most  large  Towns  there  are  found  at  the  same 
time  both  the  greatest  wealth  and  the  extremest  poverty  (not  that  slovenly  habits  are  always 
by  any  means  accompaniments  of  poverty)  it  is  not  surprising  that  at  first  some  unpleasant 
experiences  were  reported  with  regard  to  some  of  the  children  and  some  awkward  and  difficult 
mothers.  A number  of  the  children  proved  to  be  bed-wetters.  And  a further  number  to  be 
suffering  from  those  contagious  diseases,  Scabies  and  Impetigo. 

(6)  Emergency  Government  Laboratory  at  Conway. — Water  samples,  Throat  Swabs,  etc., 
are  now  examined  at  the  Conway  Laboratory,  the  Council  paying  an  annual  Retaining  Fee. 

(c)  Overcrowding. — As  stated  in  the  Introductory  Report  the  matter  of  overcrowding  is 
a very  difficult  problem  to  deal  with.  The  population  of  Gwyrfai  has  increased  one-third  since 
the  National  Registration  day  1939,  but  is  now  about  stationary.  3 cases  of  overcrowded  houses 
were  relieved  during  the  year  through  getting  Council  houses. 

( d ) Scabies  and  Impetigo. — The  Gwyrfai  Council,  guided  by  the  Clerk  (Mr.  R.  T.  Griffith) 
and  their  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Gloss  Parry),  showed  enterprise  and  initiative  from 
the  very  start  of  evacuation. 

A Sick-Bay  was  provided  at  Llanllyfni,  a private  dwelling-house  being  converted.  It  is 
staffed  with  a Matron  (Mrs.  Hughes),  1 Nurse  and  2 domestic  helps.  There  are  13  beds,  and 
when  circumstances  allowed,  and  in  case  of  emergency,  children  were  taken  from  other  parts 
of  the  County.  But  owing  to  increasing  demands  upon  this  Sick-Bay,  cases  from  outside  the 
Council  Area  had  to  be  excluded.  Indeed,  the  Council  has  opened  another  Sick-Bay  at  Waen- 
fawr,  with  17  beds  and  a similar  number  of  staff.  At  present  the  Llanllyfni  Bay  is  mainly  re- 
served for  Girls,  and  the  Waenfawr  Bay  mainly  for  Boys. 

The  Council  also  opened  2 Hostels,  1 for  boys,  situated  at  the  former  famous  Marconi  Station, 
Waenfawr,  and  one  for  girls  at  the  Caer  Menai  residence,  Caernarvon.  Some  70  to  80  children 
can  be  accommodated  between  these  2 Hostels. 

A Hostel  at  Penybryn  Mansion  is  run  by  the  Gwyrfai  Council  and  the  County  Council  for 
the  benefit  of  the  whole  of  North  Wales. 

(c)  Milk  Depot  : Pasteurisation. — With  the  restriction  upon  prices  of  farm  butter,  28  ad- 
ditional farms  were  registered  to  wholesell  milk  for  a Milk  Depot.  All  the  farms  were  inspected 
by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Closs  Parry)  and  when  necessary,  a detailed  list  of  struc- 
tural improvements  and  requirements  were  served  upon  the  applicants. 

(/)  Air-Raid  Shelters. — 6 Shelters  have  been  constructed,  viz.,  1 at  Portdinorwic,  1 at  Dein- 
iolen,  2 at  Llanberis  and  2 at  Penygroes. 

(g)  Gas  Decontamination. — 2 Squads  of  4 persons  each  have  been  trained,  having  been  re- 
cruited from  the  Butchers  at  the  Bacon  and  Pork  Factory,  Portdinorwic,  and  the  said  Squads 
being  based  at  Portdinorwic. 

A Building  at  the  Portdinorwic  Quay  has  been  ear-marked  for  Food  Decontamination. 

Mobile  Cleansing  Unit. — At  Penygroes  there  is  a Mobile  Cleansing  Unit,  working  by  Steam- 
power.  To  man  it,  a Squad  is  being  trained  by  Mr.  Closs  Parry  (Senior  Inspector).

*All  meet  for  the  duration  slaughtered  at  the  adjoining  District — Pwllheli. 
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Housing. — 82  new  working-class  houses  are  owned  by  the  Council.  1 grant  was  made  during 
the.  year  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act. 

Post-War  Housing. — First  year. — The  Council  hope  thay  may  be  sufficiently  aided  by 
Government  Grants  to  build  136  houses.  That  is,  6 in  most  villages  and  4 in  the  following  4 villages, 
viz.,  Penmorfa,  Prenteg,  Rhoslan  and  Chwilog. 

In  the  meantime  the  Council  have  commenced  (through  Contractors)  to  build  the  22  houses 
for  Agricultural  Workers  which  were  ear-marked  for  them  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Milk  and  Butter. — 15  Licences  were  issued  by  the  County  Council  in  1942  to  milk  vendors 
within  the  district,  namely,  12  to  sell  T.T.  Milk  and  3 to  sell  Accredited  milk. 

Butter  Factory. — (At  present  Milk  Centre). — Most  of  the  Farmers  in  the  district  now  produce 
milk  for  the  Butter  Factory  at  Four  Crosses,  and  numerous  applications  for  registration  were 
made.  Pressure  is  put  upon  them  to  get  the  premises  and  methods  to  comply  with  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order,  but  there  is  still  much  work  to  be  done  in  this  direction.  Many  of  the  Farms 
that  produce  Milk  are  very  short  of  a proper  Water  Supply.  Samples  taken  from  2 Wells  supplying 
Water  to  the  Butter  Factory  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  pressure  was  put  on  the  Manage- 
ment to  provide  a wholesome  supply.  This  was  agreed  to,  and  a suitable  and  adequate  supply 
has  been  provided,  under  the  direction  of  a competent  engineer.  Butter-making  at  the  Factory 
has  now  stopped,  in  favour  of  re-selling  the  milk  to  schools  and  to  Urban  Districts. 

18  Bovine  animals  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

41  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  County  Inspector,  36  of  which  proved  genuine. 

Meat  Supply. — -No  slaughtering  has  taken  place  in  the  District  since  the  War  started,  but 
the  work  has  been  transferred  to  the  Pwllheli  Public  Abattoir.  The  Meat  Shops  were  visited 
and  the  meat  was  found  wholesome  for  the  most  part,  but  occasional  condemned  meat  is  returned 
to  the  Public  Abattoir  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  Government  Officials. 

Water  Supply. — Numerous  samples  of  Water  vrere  taken  during  the  year  and  sent  to  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway,  for  Bacteriological  Examination.  Most  of 
them  gave  satisfactory  results.  The  Water-supply  was  improved  at  Ceidio  and  other  Districts. 

A new  Water  Supply  was  laid  at  Bryncroes  village.  A new  storage  tank  (280,000  gallons) 
was  completed  at  Eifl  Mountain  to  supply  part  of  Novin,  Morfa  Nevin,  Edcyrn  and  Dinas.  This 
can  be  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  existing  Nevin  Water  Works.  2800  yards  of  3 inch  Water 
Main  have  been  laid  to  supply  Cefnleisiog  Camp,  together  with  houses  along  the  route.  Samples 
from  a pump  at  Llanystumdwy  village  were  found  to  bo  unsatisfactory,  but  it  has  been  possible 
to  abolish  this  supply,  as  the  new  pipe-supply  from  Pencaenewydd  passes  through  the  village. 
Samples  of  Water  taken  from  a proposed  supply  to  the  village  of  Llangybi  proved  very  satis- 
factory, but  this  supply  has  not  yet  been  piped,  which  would  be  for  the  great  convenience  of 
the  villagers.  A Water  Supply  scheme  had  been  prepared  for  Pentrefelin,  and  a supply  is  badly 
needed,  but  the  Ministry  of  Health  feel  themselves  unable  to  sanction  the  necessary  loan  during 
the  War  emergency,  unless  labour  and  material  can  be  assured. 

Schools. — No  Schools  were  closed  during  the  year.  An  adverse  report  had  to  be  made  with 
respect  to  Edeyrn  N.P.  School,  and  the  Managers  could  not  sec  their  way  to  save  it  from  being 

closed. 

Sewerage. — A new  septic  Tank  with  filter  has  been  completed  at  Aberdaron  village,  with 
outfall  into  the  Tidal  River.  This  will  abate  the  nuisance.  It  is  regretted  that  it  was  not  possible 
to  carry  out  any  new  Sewerage  schemes  in  the  Eifionydd  sub-district,  as  the  need,  especially  at 
Chw'ilog  and  Efailnewydd,  is  becoming  greater,  due  to  the  considerable  increase  of  population. 

Also  the  Sewerage  at  Llanystumdwy  remains  incomplete.  8 schemes  in  all  are  held  in 

abeyance. 
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Scavenging. — The  sanitary  Surveyors  have  submitted  a scheme  to  the  Council  for  improve- 
ment on  the  present  method  of  collection.  This  has  not  yet  borne  fruit.  Public  Scavenging 
has  been  initiated  in  Llanystumdwy. 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Disinfection. — Disinfectant  was  supplied,  disinfection  carried  out, 
and  when  necessary  bedding  destroyed,  the  householder  being  compensated. 

Admitted  to  Fever  Hospital,  Caernarvon.- — Diphtheria  14  (and  1 suspected),  Scarlet  Fever  10, 
Spotted  Fever  5 (and  2 suspected). 


SOME  WAR-TIME  ACTIVITIES. 

1.  Houses  for  Evacuated  Families. — A number  of  houses  were  repaired  by  the  Council  and 
prepared  for  families  evacuated  from  Bombed  Areas.  These  became  occupied. 

A Mansion  and  a spacious  house  respectively  have  been  taken  by  London  or  other  organisa- 
tions, for  housing  Infants  and  young  children  from  blitzed  districts. 

2.  Gas- Decontamination. — Cleansing  or  Decontamination  sites  at  Chwilog,  Trevor  and  Sarn 
have  been  ear-marked  and  squads  formed  for  Gas  Decontamination  (for  treating  Food-stuffs,  &c.). 

3.  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction. — The  Council  since  some  time  provided,  free  of  charge,  poison 
bait  for  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction.  Also  a 3 months  campaign  was  started  and  2 d,  for  each 
Rat-Tail  was  paid  by  the  Council.  Latterly  the  Council  have  delegated  the  work  to  the  War 
Agricultural  Committee. 

4.  Military  Camps. — A permanent  Camp  has  been  erected  in  the  district,  which  is  now 
under  the  control  of  the  Admiralty.  Also  an  Army  and  Naval  Camp.  These  are  in  addition  to 
the  long  standing  Penrhos  Aerodrome,  and  2 other  Air  Camps.  In  every  matter  arising,  the 
Surveyors  endeavour  to  co-operate  with  the  Officers  in  charge. 

5.  Military  Hospital. — The  Military  have  taken  over  and  added  to  a spacious  Residence, 
bequeathed  for  use  by  Pwllheli  Town  and  Lleyn  Rural  District  as  Cottage  Hospital. 

6.  Hostel  and  Sick  Bay. — The  Council  has  provided  one  of  each. 

7.  Shelters. — -There  are  Public  Shelters  at  Chwilog,  Nevin  and  Sarn.  Morrison  Shelters 
distributed  among  houses  surrounding  Aerodrome,  etc.

Remark. — The  District  is  without  a Public  Abattoir. 

♦Owing  to  War  Arrangements,  no  meat  is  slaughtered  within  the  District  but  is  imported 
from  outside  (Barmouth,  Blaenau  Ffestiniog  and  Portmadoc). 
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Housing. — Before  the  present  War  the  Council  had  built  43  houses,  12  under  the  Housing 
(Rural  Authorities)  Act,  1931,  and  31  under  the  Slum  Clearance  Act,  1930,  to  replace  houses 
in  Condemned  or  Clearance  Areas.  The  Standard  of  the  majority  of  Working  Class  Houses 
is  still  poor.  Most  of  them  are  about  80  years  old  and  comprise  only  kitchen,  larder  (which 
may  be  dark)  and  two  or  three  bedrooms,  and  many  of  them  are  without  a back  door.  Where 
there  are  3 bedrooms,  one  is  usually  below  50  square  feet  area.  Owing  to  the  number  of  Evacuees, 
the  relieving  of  overcrowding  is  almost  out  of  the  question  at  the  present  time.  When  the  War 
broke  out  the  Council  had  purchased  sites  and  provisionally  accepted  tenders  for  the  erection 
of  further  houses  to  relieve  overcrowding  at  Penrhyndeudraeth,  Maentwrog,  Harlech  and  Llan- 
decwyn. 

The  War  prevented  the  Council  from  proceeding  with  the  housing  scheme  to  relieve  over- 
crowding, let  alone  for  replacing  unfit  houses.  Of  course  in  a number  of  instances  both  con- 
ditions would  have  been  remedied  at  the  same  time. 

Housing  Repairs. — Similarly  with  Housing  Repairs,  there  is  a difficulty  in  obtaining  materials 
and  in  securing  skilled  labour  to  do  the  work.  However  the  Council  have  before  them  a list  of 
165  defective  houses  (131  of  them  in  blocks  or  areas)  and  are  considering  how  many  of  the  same 
could  be  rendered  habitable,  without  undue  expenditure. 

Government  Houses  for  Agricultural  Labourers. — The  Council  have  chosen  Llanfair  as  the 
site  for  erecting  the  4 houses  ear-marked  for  them  out  of  the  3000  houses  for  the  Agricultural 
labourers  of  England  and  Wales  decided  upon  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  a First  Instalment 
in  this  direction.  The  Council  also,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  are  paving  the  way 
for  an  extension  scheme  of  House  building  to  relieve  Overcrowding  and  to  replace  unfit  Houses, 
and  to  raise  the  standard  of  Working-class  houses  generally. 

Water  Supply. — In  some  villages  (for  example  Garreg.  Rhyd,  Croesor  and  Gwynfryn),  the 
houses  depend  for  Water  Supply  on  Public  Standpipes,  or  Wells.  Before  long  it  is  hoped  Water 
for  Gwynfryn  will  be  supplied  from  the  adjoining  Dolgelley  district,  and  for  Garreg  by  increasing 
storage.  Trawsfynydd  suffered  from  shortage  of  water,  but  the  supply  has  been  supplemented. 
As  for  Maentwrog,  the  Council  propose  to  take  over  and  inproving  the  existing  private  scheme. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — An  insufficient  Water  Supply  retards  the  provision  of  a sewerage 
scheme,  and  consequently  prevents  the  conversion  of  Midden  and  Bucket  privies  into  Water- 
closets.  The  Sewerage  at  Llanfrothen,  Maentwrog  and  Ynys  should  receive  early  attention. 
Schemes  have  been  prepared  for  Harlech,  Talsarnau  and  parts  of  Trawsfynydd,  that  is,  improve- 
ments on  the  present  works. 

Milk  Supply. — T.T.  Milk  is  sold  from  five  farms  and  the  Deudraeth  Sanitary  Inspector 
takes  milk  samples  from  these  farms  regularly  every  month  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council 
and  their  Medical  Officer.  These  dairy  farms  are,  one  at  Penrhyn,  one  at  Trawsfynydd  and 
three  at  Maentwrog.  There  are  78  Dairy  Farms  in  all  within  the  District.  70  of  these  send  milk 
to  the  Milk  Centre. 

14  Samples  of  Milk  were  taken  during  the  year  through  the  County  Constabulary.  11  of 
of  the  14  samples  were  certified  genuine  by  the  Public  Analyst. 

3 samples  were  below  standard,  and  the  vendor  of  the  same  was  fined. 

1 bovine  animal  was  slaughtered  during  the  year  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

Urinals. — Urinals  for  the  first  time  are  required  at  Talsarnau  and  Llanbedr,  and  additiona 
ones  at  Harlech  and  Penrhyndeudraeth. 

Meat. — The  Meat  of  this  district  is  distributed  from  three  centres,  viz.,  Portmadoc,  Blaenau 
Ffestiniog  and  Barmouth,  all  outside  the  Deudraeth  Area.  An  application  by  the  Council  (to 
the  Meat  Commission)  to  establish  a Public  Abattoir  at  Harlech  was  refused. 

Disinfection — This  is  carried  out  by  Spraying  and  Fumigation.  In  the  absence  of  a steam 
disinfector,  bedding  in  the  case  of  death  of  Tubercular  persons  is  ordered  to  be  destroyed  and 
the  owner  compensated  in  suitable  cases.  Disinfectant  is  provided  free  to  householders  in  all 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  . _ 


Tuberculosis. — The  County  Council  has  an  active  After-care  Committee,  prepared  to  extend 
substantial  help  to  sufferers  fron  Tuberculosis  and  to  their  families. 

A special  Health  Visitor  had  been  appointed  to  pay  visits,  &c. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation,  Care  of  Mothers  and  Infants,  Blind  Persons  Acts,  6c c. — Tue  County 
Medical  Authority  are  very  active  in  these  matters  also,  and  also  in  the  matter  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

SOME  WAR-TIME  ACTIVITIES. 

(a)  Better  Fire  extinguishing  facilities,  in  addition  to  the  fire  engine,  have  been  secured, 
These  are  now  under  Government  control. 

(b)  Ambulances. — In  addition  to  the  ambulance  station  at  Penrhyndeudraeth  intended 
for  non-fever  emergencies,  there  is  now  an  Ambulance  at  Corwen  in  connection  with  the  new 
Colomendy  Fever  Hospital  (see  below). 

(c)  Colomendy  Fever  Hospital,  Corwen.- — An  unoccupied  mansion  converted  into  an  Isola- 
tion Hospital  (temporary  or  otherwise)  for  the  county  of  Merioneth,  which  alone  among  our 
16  Sanitary  Districts  had  hitherto  been  without  a Fever  Hospital.  The  Fevers  admitted  seem  to 
be  limited  to  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever.  Probably  after  the  War  a more  central  spot  in  the 
County  could  be  secured  for  the  Hospital. 

(d)  Sick  Bay  and  Hostels. — (1)  Sick  Bay  at  Harlech. — Such  a Hospital  was  early  established 
by  private  enterprise  (zealously  assisted  by  the  local  medical  practitioner,  Dr.  Williams)  in  an 
empty  house  called  Cae  Besi.  which  had  been  adapted  for  the  purpose.  It  was  adopted  by  the 
Deudraeth  R.  D.  Council,  but  later  it  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council  for  the  use  of  the 
entire  County,  including  of  course,  the  Deudraeth  district,  from  which  district  cases  of  Scabies 
and  other  cases  are  received.  (2)  Penygarth  Hostel,  Harlech. — For  bed-wetters  and  other  difficult 
cases.  Another  house  in  Harlech  was  acquired  by  the  Deudraeth  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Mana- 
gers of  a private  school  for  mental  defectives.  (3)  Llys  Myfyr  Hostel,  Talsarnau. — An  emer- 
gency reception  Hostel  principally.  (4)  Crown  Lodge,  Harlech. — Requisitioned  by  the  County 
Council  to  serve  the  whole  County  for  Scabies,  etc. 

Permission  has  now  been  obtained  to  admit  local  as  well  as  evacuee  children  to  the  Cae  Besi 
and  Crown  Lodge  Hostels. 

( e ) Shelters. — The  following  shelters  have  been  established — (1)  At  Penrhyn  (a  basement). 
(2)  At  Garreg  (a  basement).  (3)  At  Talsarnau  (a  public  shelter  in  a disused  mine  level). 

(/)  Rest  and  Feeding  Centres. — At  Penrhyn  and  Harlech  public  buildings  have  been  ear- 
marked as  Rest  and  Feeding  Centres. 

( g ) Cleansing  (Gas  decontamination ) Stations. — One  for  Decontamination  of  Personnel  a* 
Penrhyn  (Llys  Ednyfed)  and  one  so  far  for  decontamination  of  Food  Stuffs  (at  Harlech  Cattle 
Mart).  2 Motor  Lorries  have  been  ear-marked  for  transporting  Gas-Contaminated  Food-stuffs- 

(h)  Air-Raid  Precautions. — Dr.  Lewys  Lloyd  (the  County  M.O.H.)  is  responsible  for  tue 

organisation  of  the  Air-raid  Casualty  Services,  Hospitals,  First-aid  Posts,  Parties  and  Points’ 
Ambulances,  Cars  for  Sitting  cases,  etc.  Hospitals. — These  are  at  Blaenau  Ffestiniog,  Dolgelley 
and  Towyn,  and  each  has  an  Annexe  equipped  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Other  related  Hos- 
pitals are  the  Public  Institutions  at  Bala,  Dolgelley  and  Penrhyndeudraeth.  Mobile  Units.- — 
There  are  Mobile  Units  at  Blaenau  Ffestiniog  and  Penrhyndeudraeth.  Each  is  in  charge  of  a 
Medical  Officer  and  a Trained  Nurse.  Equipment. — These  Mobile  Units  have  their  equipment 
packed  in  boxes  which  can  be  transmitted  to  any  place  where  casualties  have  occurred.  First 
Aid  Parties. — 8 have  been  established  in  the  County,  one  each  at  Corwen,  Bala,  Dolgelley,  Bar- 
mouth, Towyn,  Penrhyndeudraeth  and  two  at  Blaenau  Ffestiniog.  First  Aid  Points. — These 
are  located  in  various  villages  throughout  the  County.  Each  is  supplied  with  a Box  of  First  Aid 
Equipment,  and  is  in  the  charge  of  a person  trained  in  First  Aid,  helped  by  3 or  4 other  men  or 
women.  A.R.P.  Ambulances. — There  are  12  A.R.P.  Ambulances  in  their  service,  some  of  which 
are  Converted  Vehicles.  ■

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


(Sanitary  Inspector— Ernest  Jones,  A.R.S.I. 

Water  Supply. —This  is  obtained  from  Elsi  Lake.  The  water  shed  is  free  from  human 
habitation,  and  an  abundant  supply  of  water  is  available.  An  automatic  chlorinating  plant 
has  been  installed.  Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  for  Bacteriological  examination, 
and  very  good  results  are  obtained. 

Sewerage.  The  sewers  are  systematically  flushed,  periodically  scavenged  and  well  main- 


Scavenging.  The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  by  contract.  Household  refuse  is  removed 
weekly,  and  twice  a week  from  hotels  and  restaurants.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  Controlled 

Tipping. 

Infectious  Disease—  The  district  was  free  from  any  epidemic.  Cases  of  infectious  disease 
are  removed  to  the  Groesynyd  Hospital,  the  infectious  bedding  and  clothing  are  steam  dis- 
miected  at  the  hospital,  and  disinfectants  are  supplied  to  householders  for  cleansing  purposes. 
Rooms  are  sprayed  and  fumigated  with  formalin. 

Disinfestation.— I had  no  evidence  of  any  house  within  the  district  being  infested  with 


Public  Conveniences. — These  are  cleansed  daily  and  kept  hi  good  repair. 

Millc  Supply.  Herd  sampling  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  was  carried  out  direct  by  the  County 
Council  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  no  cow  giving  Tuberculous  milk  was  traced  within 

the  district. 


20  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  for  Bacteriological  examination,  19  of  which 
gave  satisfactory  results,  one  sample  being  unsatisfactory. 
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Cowsheds  and  Dairies  are  frequently  visited,  all  are  periodically  whitewashed  and  are  kept 
in  a clean  condition. 

One  producer  is  licenced  by  the  County  Council  to  produce  and  bottle  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  (Certified).  Two  Tuberculin  Tested  Producers  having  premises  outside  the  area  sell 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Certified)  within  the  district. 

Slaughter  House. — No  slaughtering  is  now  carried  out  in  the  district,  the  Colwyn  Bay  abat- 
toir being  the  slaughtering  centre  for  the  area. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. — All  bakehouses  are  frequently  visited,  and  are  periodically  white- 
washed and  kept  in  a clean  condition.  Foodstuffs  in  all  shops  and  retail  vans  are  regularly 
inspected. 

Rats  and,  Mice. — Every  effort  is  being  made  to  destroy  rats  in  the  Council’s  properties, 
including  refuse  tips,  sewers,  etc.,  advice  and  assistance  being  given  to  farmers,  householders, 
etc.,  whenever  required. 

Mortuary. — A mortuary  has  been  established  for  the  first  time  and  a mortuary  squad  of 
4 persons  has  been  formed. 

Gas  Decontamination. — Suitable  premises  have  been  earmarked  for  the  gas  decontamination 
of  foodstuffs,  and  a food  decontamination  squad  has  been  formed.

In 
the  preceding  ten  years  the  average  population  was  2403. 

The  Birth-rate  is  17.3  per  1000  of  the  population.  In  the  preceding  ten  years  the  average 
Birth-rate  was  14.7  per  1000  of  the  populatoin. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  65  per  1000  births.  In  the  preceding  ten  years  the  average 
Infantile  Mortality  rate  was  38  per  1000  births. 

The  Zymotic  Mortality  rate  is  0.1  per  1000  of  the  population.  In  the  preceding  ten  years 
the  average  Zymotic  Mortality  rate  was  0.38  per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  general  Death-rate  is  14.4  per  1000  of  the  population.  In  the  preceding  ten  years 
the  average  general  Death-rate  was  16.2  per  1000  of  the  population.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. — During  the  year  1942,  23  patients  were  admitted.  Of  these 
15  were  treated  for  Doplitheria,  2 treated  for  Scarlet  Fever,  and  2 for  other  Infectious  Diseases. 
2 Observation  Diphtheria,  1 Puerperal  Fever,  1 Acute  Bronchitis. 

With  Diphtheria,  4 of  the  patients  were  under  5 years  of  age,  5 under  10  years  of  age  bet- 
ween 10  and  15  years,  3 between  15  and  25  years,  3 between  25  and  35  years,  and  between 
40  and  50  years.  With  Scarlet  Fever,  2 were  under  10  years.  There  were  3 deaths  during 
the  year  (ages  2 years,  6£  years,  and  6 years).  None  of  these  cases  wore  immunized.  There 
wore  no  “ Return  ” cases. 


SANITARY  INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR’S  REPORT  FOR  YEAR  1942. 

(Cyril  Morgan). 

Water  Supply. — The  Water  Supply  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  The  Llanrwst  and  Tre- 
friw  Joint  Water  Committee  have  a Scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  in-take  from  Crafnant 
Lake,  so  as  to  increase  the  volume  of  water  both  for  Trefriw  and  Llanrwst.  It  is  anticipated 
that  this  work  will  bo  carried  out  immediately  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

Scavengiwj. — The  house  refuse  collected  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  workmen  and 
Lorry.  The  “ once  weekly  ” system  being  maintained  through  the  District.  Waste  paper, 
Metals,  etc.,  arc  salvaged  and  the  Tipping  is  made  on  ground  subject  to  flood. 

Sewerage. — All  Sewers  are  periodically  examined  and  flushed.  All  Man-holes  and  Sewers 
are  scavenged  periodically. 

Bake  Houses.— All  Bake  Houses  are  visited  frequently.  All  are  periodically  Lime-washed 
and  kept  in  a clean  condition. 

Disinfection. — Each  house  is  dininfected  in  cases  of  infectious  disease  immediately  the 
ease  is  notified.  Patients  are  removed  by  Ambulance  to  tho  Groosynyd  Isolation  Hospital 
and  all  clothing  is  steamed  in  disinfectant  at  the  Hospital. 
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The  National  School  was  closed  and  disinfected  on  one  occasion,  owing  to  difficulties  arising 
from  an  infected  child  attending  school. 

Slaughter  House. — The  Slaughter  house  is  now  closed.  All  Slaughtering  being  carried  out 
at  the  Central  Slaughter  house,  Colwyn  Bay. 

Housing. — No  new  Houses  were  erected  during  the  year.  Ten  Houses  which  had  been 
closed  in  previous  years  were  demolished. 

Rats  and  Mice. — Every  effort  is  being  made  to  destroy  Rats  in  Council’s  properties,  in- 
cluding refuse  Tips,  Sewers,  etc.  Advice  and  assistance  being  given  to  Farmers,  Householders, 
etc.,  whenever  required. 

Disinfestations. — No  cases  were  found  during  the  year  and  no  dwellings  were  caused  to 

be  disinfested. 

Public  Conveniences. — No  alterations  have  been  made  to  existing  Conveniences.  All  are 
supplied  with  Automatic  Flush  Systems  and  they  are  all  hosed  down  and  disinfected  every 

morning. 

Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Prisoners  of  War  Camp. — A new  Camp  in  the  District  was  opened 
this  year.  Under  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  instructions,  this  Camp  is  visited  frequently. 
The  Camp  is  kept  in  a very  clean  state  and  is  supplied  with  all  amenities.
